His beneficence was unwearied 
and extenſive, being the continual. buſineſs of his life: 
for he went about doing good; that is, was inceſ— 
fant, always employed, and ever moving about to per- 


form the offices of humanity and goodneſs.

| by a right turn of mind and good behaviour 
in manners; and therefore graciouſly favoured. by God 
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The firſt of theſe thoughts ſhould perſerve us firm 
and unſhaken in the faith, and work ſtrongly in the 
head upon our reaſon and underſtanding, The latter 
ſnould affect the heart, ſecure its attachment inſeparable, 
and gain over our inclinations, our affections, and even 
our laudable paſſions, vehement and unalienable, in its 
favour ; and recommend 155 author of it wholly to our 
love and imit ation. 

Jeſus of N azareth was 9296158 by God with 
the Holy. Ghoſt and with power.. He was anointed, 
that is, ue conſecrated, as great men of old 


pere, prieſts, prophets, and Kings, to his ſacred 


and royal office. He was anointed by God, infinite in 
holineſs and truth, ever to be worſhipped and adored, 
of unbounded majeſty, inconceivably ſupreme. He was 
Anointed with the Holy Ghoſt,” with the unerring and 
undeceiving Spirit of Holineſs, infallible in the Know- 
ledge of all truth, and of the moſt ſure veracity in im- 
parting it; and with power, the convincing power of 
working ſigns and wonders, of performing, what are 
juſtly ſtiled miracles, thoſe extraordinary ſupernatural 
works, that are certain proofs of the divine preſence and 
miſſion; for no man *, as was moſt rationally argued 
from recent facts, could do ſuch miracles, unleſs Dal 
were with him; and + the works, which Jeſus did, 
bare witneſs of him, that the Father had ſent him. 

Thus ſolemnly was Jeſus of Nazareth anointed, by 
God, with the Holy Ghoſt and with power; thus reli- 
giouſly conſecrated by the Supreme Being with the Spirit

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of truth divine and power AperperktL poi n this 
rock is our holy Religion built ; there does "he T fit 
- above the water floods, as'it were upon a throne trium- 
Phant, favoured and protected by God, and command- 
ing the eſtcem, the honour, and the reverence of reaſo- 
nable good men. 

The words of my text, and the ſolemnity of chis great 
Aſſembly, will juſtify the honor now paid to our holy 
religion, and its divine author, Jeſus of Naza eth, the 
Saviour of men, and the Son of God: and, according to 
the order obſerved in it, they muſt be admitted as a 


very proper and authoritative introduction to the noble 


ſubject of Charity; a ſubject ſo ſuitable to this beneficent, 
and for its beneficence very laudable, meeting; a ſub- 


ject excellent in itſelf, . and ſtrongly recommended by the 


example of the gracious Redeemer, the benign Saviour 


of men. He-went about, was perpetually employed i in 
doing good, in ſupplying the wants, and Felieving the. 


diſtreſſes of fallen unhappy man. 


Charity in the Chriſtian ſtile, or bien Sats 4 in com- 


mon language, is one of the moſt excellent and lauda- 


ble of all religious graces or moral virtues; what is 
moſt, highly valuable and worthy of praiſe. To ſet it 
forth in a juſt light, attend, I beſeech you, to the fol- 
: lowing account, being chiefly a ſhort detail of what Was 
once delivered moſt fully, upon this occafion by * one, 


deſervedly eſteemed the Une of divines, and moſt 
nw of preachers. Re

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Charity is the frequent command of all ** even | 
the Jewiſh particularly. It is fo eminent t part of it, as 
oftentimes to bear the name, and to be uſed as an ex- 
preſſion of the whole ; in the deſcription of i it to make 7 
one moſt conſpicuous point, and in the character of 2 . 
good man, to be a moſt ſignal and chief part. Therefore 
its practice has the promiſe of moſt happy rewards; its 
neglect the threats of moſt miſerable puniſhments. 

With regard to God; Charity is a ſure reſpect ſhewn 
to him. It certainly is juſtice and gratitude to God; 
and the promoter of Prayer, the. want of it being the 
deſtruction of prayer. It iſſues from the principles, and 
is the very act, of piety, faith, fear, and reverence to- 
wards God our common cxeator; and to compleat it in 

this heavenly view, you are to look upon it as agreeable 
to the divine Nature, or rather as a part of che divine 
nature itſelf. 

With regard to the poor man, lying before you, upon 
2 your charity is to be beſtowed ; caſt your eyes up- 
on him attentively ; and he'll appear, worthy of your 
Charity : for tho' poor, he is great, as a reaſonable heing : 
he is your equal by creation; and tho poor, he is no ef 
the care of providence ; and, by his becoming your care 
alſo, the deſigns of it in Trderin g the different ſtates of 
men, ſome to be rich, others to be poor, ſome to give, 
others to receive, are piouſly anſwered, Tho- poor, he 
is not contemptible, being pronounced happy by your 
Saviour; and remember your Saviour was himſelf a poor 
man; and choſe to be ſuch. Tho' poor, he is your bro- 
ther, even your ſecond ſelf, moſt cloſely united by many 
conneCtions, en and how gone. As to men; ;

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| cider human nature; probe and examine within; and

you will feel, that you have bowels of compaſſion, hard 
to be ſtupified, and with difficulty to be quite overcome. 
Hearken, and you will hear reaſon pleading in favour 
of Charity, with arguments unanſwerable, and an im- 
portunity not eaſy to be ſilenced. The rich know, that 
they want help i in many inſtances, and, how ſoon they 
may in the very ſame manner, they know not: for 


wealth is uncertain; it may take “ to its wings and fly 


away ſoon. They know and feel in their conſcience, 


that the imparting ſome of it is but equity, doing as 


they themſelves would be done by in the ſame caſe. 


They know too, that the imparting ſome of it now is 


right, becauſe they muſt ſoon part with all: for they 
know, that they are mortal, muſt die, and be ſoon diſpatch- 


ed away naked, or only covered with a ſhroud and a cof- 


fin: and then all their wealth will be left to others: but } 
we may tell hem for their religious comfort, charity 


may notwithſtanding help to carry it with them. 


Laſtly, Confider your wealth itſelf; charity is the 


right FB beſt uſe of it, it guards againſt its hurting you; 
| for wealth often is hurtful : it preſerves and improves the 


| Poſſeſſion, and, bringing with it delightful ſenſations, it 


gives a pleaſing reliſh to all the enjoyment. 


| To conclude this head; Charity is agreeable to dur 

own religion, the Chriſtian religion, that of the merciful 
Jeſus: and it is agreeable to the example of God the cre- 
ator, of his Son e bays of boy that have deen

In fo many different views, and ſo many various reſ- 
pects, conſidered as to religion, the Jewiſh particularly, 
as to God our creator; as to the poor man the receiver ; 
as to the rich the giver; as to the wealth imparted ; as to 
our own religion, and the examples of God, "our Saviour, 
and all good men ; charity has been, and deſerves always 
to be, ſet forth as a very great excellence, . pleaſing to 
God, and ſuitable to the nature and circumſtances of 
man. Upon theſe accounts, as every thing elſe is, it is 
truly religious and praiſe worthy. Let us therefore al- 
ways honour it with its deſerved applauſe : ever keep the 
fire of it alive in our hearts; and may that animate us to 
a conſtant and vigorous practice of it in our manners. 
All the incentives, that can poſſibly inflame it, ſhould be 
adminiſtred. The many conſiderations now mentioned 
are very proper for the purpoſe: each one by itſelf has 
great force: all united together muſt be almoſt irrefiſti- 
ble: but they are a field too large to be expatiated over 
at preſent, and have been by my author before. I ſhall 
therefore confine myſelf to one only of theſe many mo- 
tives to this excellent grace of Charity ; and that is what 
my text hath pointed out, ſtrong of itſelf, and what hath 
force added to it by the ſolemn introduction. The exam- 
ple of our bleſſed Saviour Jeſus of Nazareth, anointed by 

God, with the Holy Ghoſt and with power. 
buch an example has the greateſt authority ever attend- 
ing upon it. It is the example of a divine perſon, the Son 
of God, our redeemer and mediator : it is the example of the 
Son of man, our teacher and our friend. The firſt thought 
ſhould command our reverence: the latter engage our 

affection:

affection: and both together ſecure our moſt e Z 


and cloſeſt imitation. c 
This example, like the AL en FEE Ach ines 
che laws, and the ſanctions of the moſt merciful and 


compaſſionate author, breaths forth charity in every part 


af it; charity inceſſant and unconfined, as to place and 
perſons, and all ths. inſtances of ARE * benefi- 
gence. | 

He went about, that is, . Was continually moving, was 
inceſſant, and abode not in one place. Our Saviour was 


active and reſted no where, ever employed upon the 
charitable buſineſs committed to him by his Father, and 


which he himſelf had undertaken to perform. There- 


fore you ſee him travelling through all the country, 


Galilee, Samaria, Judea, and the region: round about 


Jordan, traverſing the whole land from one part of it 
| to another, and going beyond it into Syria. You ſee 


bim in cities and deſert places, upon mountains and in 
plains, and not upon land only, but performing one chari- 
table office, inſtructing the ignorant, even in a ſhip up- 
on the ſea. And when he had gone over all places, you 
ſee him often viſiting the ſame more than once, and in 
ſhort for ever travelling about, from one city to another. 
This he declared early was his purpoſe : for immediate- 
ly after his coming to make his own home, if he had 
any, at Capernaum *, when the people fought. him, 
and came unto him, and ſtayed him, that he ſhould not 


depart from them, he ſaid unto them, I muſt preach, 
the kingdom of God to other cities alſo : for therefore, 


am I ſent. So prodigiouſly active was he, that it was, 
thought | he wih * his health, and he appeared 
ü 8 to 


» Luke iv. 42, = 
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to his friends hardly ſane, 4 inſomuch that they went 
out to lay hold of him, and ſaid, he is beſide himſelf. 
So active was he, that to do the will of his Father was 
by him purſued with as much earneſtneſs and vehe- 
mence, as the neceſſaries of life are by common men: 
_ || it was his very meat, nay ſometimes it did not allow 
him time for natural nouriſhment; $ not even to eat 
bread ; not a place for natural reſt ; IS the Son of Man 
had not where to lay his head. | 
as our Saviour was continually moving about to all 
places, ſo did he converſe unexceptionably with all de- 
grees and ſorts of men; not the pride of honour, nor 
the meanneſs of the loweſt eſtate; not the ſelf-ſufh- 
ciency of learning, nor the blindneſs of ignorance ; not 
the vain luxury of riches, nor the complaining wants 
of poverty; not the nauſeous offenſiveneſs of ſickneſs 
and diſtempers; nor any painful and diſpleaſing at- 
tendants upon human miſery and affliction, ever ſo diſ- 
agreeable, could be the accafion of any reſtraint upon, 
the freedom and openneſs of his general converſation. 
You ſee him in company with high prieſts and rulers of 
the people; and afterwards with the loweſt vulgar. 
You ſee him with doctors of the law, and * thoſe, that 
were eſteemed curſed for their ignorance in it. You ſee 
him with men of the higheſt principles, the ' Phariſees, 
and thoſe, that were of the loweſt both principles and 
morals, Sadducees, Publicans and Sinners. You fee 
him attending the whole of unhappineſs, that hurts 
mankind ; the inſane of all forts; thoſe that were diſ- 


wn th in mind and the diſtempered i in body. No vain or 
real

real diſtinctions of men, not the moſt forbidding and 
diſpleaſing circumſtances in the various forms and allot- 
ments of life could limit the vaſt extent of his univerſal 
viſits. They were made to all men whatever, of every 
rank and condition as to the varicus ſituations and 

xchaviour of men in life. Thus did our day our go 

ut: ſo inceſſant were his travels; ſo unreſtraiued his 
converſation 

But mark and obſerve; The grand purpoſe and effect 
of all this was pure charity and beneficence : He went 
about, and his chief employment in going about was 
this, doing good. Doing- good was the capital deſign 
of his deſcending from heaven and taking human nature 
upon him; for our ſakes leading the life of mortal man, 
and, as mortal, for our ſakes undergoing death, a pain- 
ful ignominious death. Charity was the beginning and 
end of his whole exiſtence on earth; and Charity was 
all the means uſed for carrying on that beginning, and 
executing that end. Charity was the whole work, the 
ſubſtance of his office ; the chief proof, the evidence 
thereof. It was therefore very extenſive, enlarged to 
all the wants and miſeries of fallen unhappy man. 

The ſoul is the ſuperior part, and deſerves our firſt 
care ; and two great evils there are, which often affect 
the ſoul; ignorance, whereby it is blind, and unable to 
perform its office, to lead to what is right, and thence 
to happineſs ; the other is the ſubverſion or perturbation 
of all the mental powers, Phrenſy or Madneſs. Both 
theſe the charity of our. Saviour moſt happily and fre- 
quently relieved. He inſtructed the ignorant; gave an 
enlarged clear knowledge of all divine truths neceflary 


for man now to know; and taught the whole of religi-

on: his heavenly doctrine comprehended the will and 
the commands of God, with the aſſiſtance of his grace, 
and his everlaſting rewards and puniſhments, As to the 
other moſt unhappy evil of the mind, Phrenſy or Mad- 
neſs, we have many inſtances of his tender cares®, . 
Very remarkable was the caſe of the man that was af- 
fected with fo very high a degree of madneſs, as not 
to be confined by fetters, and chains; ſo exceeding fierce, 
that no man might go by that way: but what an hap- 
py change was immediately affeted by this powerful 
phyſician of the ſoul ! you ſee this outrageous man com- 
poſedly fitting at the feet of Jeſus, cloathed, and in his 
right mind. | 

Many and great are the Ah that affect 0 our bodies: 
ſo numerous and fo miſerable, that the very thoughts of 
them may. make a tender heart to ſhudder, Theſe 
frail bodies, that we ſo fooliſhly indulge, and are fo 
vainly proud of, in every ſingle part, and through the 

whole, how very weak are they! how ſubject to innu- 
merable diſorders, ſo as to be rendered unfit for uſe, 
and to be the occaſion of the moſt grievous lamentations, 


of pain, and anguiſh, and wo! But for all theſe weak- 


neſſes and miſeries of the body our Saviour's tender heart 
had compaſſion, and his charitable hands adminiſtred re- 

lief. He gave the uſe of eyes to the blind; of ears to 
the deaf; and of ſpeech to the dumb; to the maimed 
he gave the uſe of hands, and to the cripple of feet. 
He is ſaid to heal ſickneſs and diſtempers in general, 
particularly, ſevers, palſies, leproſies, dropſies. In ſhort 
there is no one in all the black catalogue, of weakneſ- 
ſes, diforders, and diſeaſes, unhappily incident to the 
human. Padre but what he EO, he healed. This you

| hear is his ſtory. frequently declared; in the beginning 
of his publick miniſtry, it is ſaid, * All they, that had 
any ſick with diverſe diſeaſes brought them unto him, 
= he laid his hands upon them, and healed them. 
But the next account that I ſhall produce, and many 
ſuch there are, admits of no exception: he did not ſtay 
till particulars were brought unto him; but he went a- 
bout to take in all, every one 4: Jeſus went about all the 
cities and villages, healing very ſickneſs, and e 
diſeaſe among the people. 

Many of theſe evils are owing to the acai im- 
perſections of finite natures, when inſtruments, and 
to freedom of thinking and acting, when agents. 
In this latter caſe the evils are owing to ourſelves, and 

our own miſconduct. But all may by good management 
be rectified ; for they may ſerve. uſeful and good pur- 
poles, and in the end prove beneficial. So that we are 
for none to cenſure the goodneſs of the Creator. His 
goodneſs is as great, as is poſlibly conſiſtent with the 
univerſal ſyſtem of beings; which upon the whole is 
certainly the beſt, being the product of infinite, that is, 
moſt perfect power, wiſdom, and goodneſs. Thus 
much is to be declared for the honour of God: as to 
ourſelves, it may be uſeful to repeat the obſervation, . 
that many of theſe. evils ate owing immediately to our- 
ſelves, our own idleneſs and vice, thoſe fad corruptors 
of human nature, thoſe great authors of evil, moral 
and natural. Againſt theſe therefore, to ſtop the very 
beginnings of miſery, the Charity of our Saviour was 
earneſtly, exerted. He did not uſe. coercive means in- 
deed, or material force: : .+ for his kingdom was not of. 
this world : Abu he uſed all his aer. every thing

for- him to exert; conſiſſent with his cheracker 
2 t. He declared with vehemence and terror 


againſt ſlothful ſervants; and ſervants all men are; ie 
endeavoured to heal the vices of the mind, thoſe par- 


ticularly, that cauſe the deſtruction of aden or 
chaſtity; no leſs than the diſeaſes of the body, ſhewing, 
that both ſloth and vice are hateful, an abomination to 


God, and will be attended with puniſhment, not only 


what is inflicted here, temporal; but, what ſhall be 
aſſuredly inflicted hereafter, eternal. 
Thus beneficent was the tender Jeſus, vniverkilly be- 
neficent, as to all the diſorders of men, hurting either 
body or ſoul ; ever employed without ceſſation; and up- 


on every proper object, inexcluſive and impartial. 


A noble example, every way perfect, truly laudable 


and worthy of imitation. May all be prevailed with to 


follow it: thoſe, who are ſo prevailed with, are deſerv- 


ing of praiſe and honour: ſuch a return is their juſt due, 
and it ought to be paid; not only, becauſe it is due, but 


becauſe it may ſerve very uſeful purpoſes ; for it may ex- 
cite others to the ſame imitation, . and encourage them to 
a continuance in it; and, what ſhould be of 
weight, it may promote the glory of God. Tho' in pri- 


vate charities a ſtudied concealment is recommended, 
that the left may not Know, what the right hand doth ; 


yet in publick it is otherwiſe : there this command or 


advice is to be applied; Let your light fo ſhine before 


men, that they may ſee your good works, and glorify” 


your father which is in heaven. To encourage then 


all in good works, and to glorify your father, which is 


in heaven, let the report relating to the Hoſpitals, thoſe

and confined from proftituting themſelves, from inlet 


ing and corrupting others. 


All theſe are inſtances of true and great ack, 


worthy to be imitated by all. They are entitled to our 


greateſt honour and praiſe, and attended with a moſt 
pleaſing ſatisfaction of mind.
